MOSCOW, duly 20.—(AP)— 
Wiley Post, American round-the- 
world flyer, took off at 5:58 
a. m. today (Moscow time) for 


Alaska. 

CHITA. U. 8S. 8. R.—(UP)—Wi- 
ley Post, dashing around the world for 
a new speed record, narrowly escaped 
death today when his big mogoplane 
scraped the tops of trees in a forced 
Janding at the town of Rukhlovo, on 
the Manchurian border. 

The American flyer, who had over- 
come many dangers to put himself a 
few hours ahead of the Post-Gatty 
ylobe-circling record, needed all of his 
nerve and skill to bring the Minuie 
Mae down safely at 2:32 p. m. Mos- 
cow time (7:32 a. m. eastern standard 
time) on a rough field at Rukhlovo, 
£00) miles east of Irkutsk. Post left 
Irkutsk thix morning for Blagove- 
schensk, but rain and fog forced him 
to land. 

The plane had fought heavy rains 
along the route from Irkutsk and Post 
was almost exhausted when he was 
forced down 285 miles short of his 
immediate goal. He shot the Winnie 
Mae down over the trees, apparently 
misjudged the distance and plunged 
the craft through the uppermost 
’ branches. 
ta Fuselage Scratched. 

The underside of the fuselage was 
scratched by the limbs, but Post 
quickly righted the plane and landed 
without serious damage. He was ex- 
tremely tired but said he would pro- 
ceed to Khabarovsk, alfout 650 miles 
eastward, early Thursday.

FOR DRIVE TO HIKE 
ALL WAGES IN U.S. 


Shipbuilders’ and Elec- 
trical Workers’ Codes. 


WASHINGTON, July 19.—(%)— 
A powerful endeavor to clasp the na- 
tion’s workshops in a mighty, wage- 
lifting embrace that would tug them 
free of the hours and working condi- 
tions in which they are rooted appear- 
ed imminent tonight at the industrial 
administration. 

Hugh 8. Johnson, the industrial ad- 
ministrator, gave an indication that 
approval of the plan was near. 


Meanwhile, along the wide reaches 
of industrial planning numerous other 
activities went forward. They  in- 
cluded : 

Public hearimgs began on the com- 
petitive covenants drawn up by the 
electrical workers and _ shipbuilders. 
The agreements specify minimum 
wages, maximum hours and various 
other working and competitive condi- 
tions which will become binding upon 
the whole industry if approved by the 
administration. 

Opposes Wages. 

_ Labor opposed the wages proposed 
in both codes. Shipyard employes 
wanted 50 cents an Hour instead of 
40 cents; electrical workers wanted 
90 cents an hour-for skilled employes 
instead of the wide variety of wage 
scales proposed. 

Hearings will start tomorrow on 
trade agreements for the lumber and 
the cloak and suit industry.

There are many conceivable 
reasons for a man changing his re- 
ligion, or adopting a religious view 
of life, but seldom has one -been ad- 
vanced as curious as that put for- 
ward by Mr. Ingram. He said: “To 
the 350 million Moslems who live ac- 
cording to the Jaws of the Prophet 
economic problems, as

ceive them, simply do not exist. There 
| was.an economic crisis in Islam much 
greater than the crisis today. It oc- 
‘curred 1,311 years ago. At that time

a day in spiritual contemplation.” 

Mr. Ingram omits to mention that 

the solution he speaks of has had for 
result the complete decay of Moslem 
civilization in North Africa, that in all 
those marvelous lands learning came to 
astandstill, that science was restricted 
to the mumblings of thaumaturgs, 
that architecture began to wither 
away and that wherever the Arabs 
became overlords of the country, it 
' was as if a blight passed over com- | 
mercial and cultural life. Spiritual | 
contemplation, he calls what the Mos- | 
lems are doing. Hundreds of millions | 
of them are half-starved and haven't | 
got the strength to do-any work. If |

“WAS HE?” shouted Your Uncle Wilbert,

For a moment he seemed to be lost for words, con- | 
tinuing only to bang the table.

It was Keeler who really invented place-hitting; 
who developed hitting as an art—a lost art now that 
the lively ball and the free swingers have come along 
to make baseball a different game. 

Keeler is best remembered by that naive interview. When 
asked the secret of his hitting ability, he said: “Hit ’em where 
they ain’t.”’ And down through the years that line has come 
as the best advice a hitter can be given—‘‘Hit ’em where they 
ain’t!’’

3 

He is one of the comparatively few men who ever batted 

more than .400 for a season. Keeler had an average of .432 

for the 1897 season when the Old Orioles were ruling the base- | 

ball world.

He was not a powerful man. He tried for singles. 

A two-base hit was a great hit. Triples were rare and | 

home runs were an event in those days. | 

Willie Keeler went for nine consecutive years getting more | 
than 200 base hits per season. Only a few players have tied 
that mark. None has bettered it. | 

It was in 1897 that he set a record, getting six hits 
in six times at bat. It so happens that Wilbert Robin- 
son himself holds the record of seven hits in one game. 
The Old Oriole wasn’t so bad himself. 

It is proper that Willie Keeler, an artist with the bat, should | 
still hold the record for the most singles in one season—199 of | 
them. That record has never been tied. 

A lot of legs have been kicked beneath the bridge 
tables since 1897, but no one has batted in 44 con- 
secutive games since Willie Keeler did it that year. He 
got 82 hits in those 44 consecutive games, 14 of them 
being two-base hits and six of them triples. )
